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WAR-TIME PHONE 
RATES TILL AUG. 



Are Granted By City Council- 
Mayor Wants All Complaints 
of Poor Service 



After a lengthy and prolonged 
argument, participated in by a 
number of prominent citizens of 
Richmond, as well as councilmen 
and officials, the council by a vote 
of four to two Tuesday night, de- 
cided to allow the Cumberland 
Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany to continue war time phone 
rates until August 1 next. At 
that time, the financial status of 
the company's business here is to 
be submitted to the council, and 
an estimate made as to a reason- 
able and fair rate for service m 
the city, provided that the council 
has reason to believe that there 
has been good service rendered. 
Many of those speaking at the 
meeting said they had no objec- 
tion to paying a highe * r ite if the 
company furnishes a rati .factory 
service something which it seems 
to be agreed on nearly all sides, it 
to be agree on nearly all ^ldcs, it 
is not doing now. 

Councilmen who voted for the 
ordinance which continues the 
war time rates were Messrs. Mer- 
shon, Terrill, Allman and Olveil. 
Those who voted against it were 
Messrs. Golden and Powell. 

Action of the council was taken 
in response to a letter making 
this proposal from D. F. TurnbuL 
which was published in the.>e col- 
umns several days ago. Frentient 
discussion of telephone rates be- 
fore the council, has brought the 
constant insistence on the part of 
the company that it is not abb. 
under the pre-war rate to mike a 
reasonable and fair interest on its 
investment in Richmond. Sev- 
eral of the speakers at the meet- 
ing Tuesday night, questioned the 
correctness of the valuation o: 
$116,000 placed upon the com- 
pany's capitalization here. 1. 
was brought out that the plant 
here is assessed for taxation at 
only about $31,000. 

A proposal to name an arbitra- 
tor after August 1st, if the council 
and company are unable to agree 
upon a fair and reasonable rate at 
that time, was stricken out from 
the ordinance adopted, it being 
argued that the council could not 
delegate its authority. Several 
members of the council felt also 
that they were elected to act for 
the people and should not seek to 
pass on the responsibilty to some 
other. 

Among those who spoke on the 
matter before the council were 
Messrs. Waller Bennett, W. B 
Smith, G. Murray Smith and oth 
ers. Attorney J. J. Greenleai 
represented the company. Judge 
Murray Smith contended that tnt 
Fiscal Court of Madison county 
has a binding contract with the 
company for service to the peo- 
ple of Madison county, and that 
the people of Richmond were 
governed by this contract as well 
as the people of any other part 
of Madison county. He argued 
that the council has no power t< 
make a contract that will seek t 
supercede, or override the prior 
contract which the Fiscal Cow 
has made for the whole county. 
It was intimated that Judge 
Smith may test out this question 
Councilman Terrill pointed out 
that efficiency of service to the 
people will be the governing base 
of the proposal before the coun- 
cil; that the company does not 
give improved service it can no 
hope for councilmanic agreement 
to permit the war rates to stand. 
In line with this Mayor Evan 
states that he is desirous of hav- 
ing complaints against the tele 
phone service reported to his of- 
'fice by telephone between the 
ho* J J of 10 and i each day. His 
t- s °Wographer ma k e no t e of 

coniplaints. The mayor says that 
he is determined that the people 
shall have a better service if they 
are to continue the war time 
rates. 

Some question was raised as to 
whether the company can collect 
war time rates for the service it 
rendered during December. No 
lawyer contended that it could, 
for the government's war time 
restrictions expired December 1 
and the council has no power to 
pass retroactive measures.

DEMOCRATS WILLING

Washington, Jan. 7 — A resolu- 
tion endorsing President Wilson's 
stand on the peace treaty and 
commending his efforts to estab- 
lish the League of peace will be 
laid before the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee at its meeting 
here tomorrow with the backing 
of the committee. 

"If I have anything to do with 
it,'' said Chairman Cummins to- 
day, after consulting with various 
party leaders, "The resolution 
will leave no doubt about our po- 
sition. We are behind the Pres- 
ident." 

This announcement is taken to 
indicate the treaty would become 
an active campaign issue. 

Both in a letter from President 
Wilson and in a speech from Wm. 
Jennings Bryan the treaty is ex- 
pected to be brought prominently 
forward at the Jackson Day ban- 
quet Thursday night. What they 
will say and how far the"- views 
will coincide, was the subject of 
spirited discussion today, some 
leaders foreseeing an interesting 
situation should they counsel op- 
posite courses.

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 7 — Ratifi- 
cation of the federal amendment 
looking to woman suffrage as- 
sumption of the whip hand by 
Senate democrats, and delivery of 
the Governor's message marked 
the opening day's session of the 
1920 Kentucky legislature. 

The democratic Senators, with 
their majority of two, took the 
"bit in their teeth" immediately 
after the election of s^naie offi- 
cers nominated by naming a Sen- 
ate Rules Committee, en-powered 
to draft rules to govern senate 
proceedings and to name the Sen- 
ate's standing committees. 

Both houses were adjourned 
late this afternoon to be conven- 
ed again Monday afternoon at 1 
o'clock. In the meantime work of 
drafting rules and naming stand- 
ing committees will have been 
completed.

Telenhcne Service Here 
On or he f ore January 10, 1920. 
telephone subscribers in Rich- 
mond pay for telephone service 
rendered in December, 1919. 

Tuesday night, January 6th, the 
City Council agreed to pay the 
telephone company (by allowing 
war rates to continue until Aug- 
ust, 1, 1920,) for services yet to 
be rendered. The company stat- 
ed that, if allowed to continue 
war rates until August 1, 1920, 
the increased efficiency, (if any) 
would be taken into consideration 
as a factor in determining the 
question as to whether it is entit- 
led to maintain the higher rate 
indefinitely or for a term of years. 

Whether there is an increase in 
the efficiency of the service is left 
to the company. Provided ma- 
terial can be purchased cheaper 
between this date and August 1, 
there will probably come better 
service. In the meantime the 
Company has seven niore months 
pay at the higher rate without 
any legal obligation on its part to 
render better service. 

It asked for and was granted 
this "velvet" because, because, it 
asked for it. It was stated on 
behalf of the Company that a' 
that time it might or might not 
be able to show the Council that 
it is .entitled to what it was giv- 
en. What happens between now 
and August 1, 1920, in Telephone 
circles will in no way settle a fix- 
ed rate for future agreement. A 
much more equitable solution as 
to a reasonable profit for t^ 
Company could be secured if the 
Council would examine the pa? 
seven months' performance of the 
I Company rather than wait for the 
forthcoming exhibit premised by 
it on August 1. 

Most telephone subscribers are 
\villing to pay the higher "rate if 
given better service. They want, 
however, the service first. Inas- 
much as the City Council has paid 
in advance for better service the 
individual men who are managing 
the Cumberland Telephone and 
Telegraph Company's affairs are 
in honor bound to render better

Fourth class cities all «ver Ken- 
tucky are affected by a, rendered by 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States Monday, in which it is- held 
there is no authority coveyed by the 
laws of Kentucky that empowers a 
municipal city to fix maximum rates 
for water to be furnished the city for 
private use. 

This decision was given ,f>n a case 
in which the Winchester 'Waterworks 
Company contested an . ordinance 
passed by that city to • fix maxmum 
rates. The water company ' brought 
the suit in the FederalyCourt for the 
Eastern District of Kentucky to en- 
join enforcement/ of the ordinance, 
and made the/ contention that no 
power had.heen granted the city of 
Winchester/ to do so by the Legisla- 
ture of Kentucky. 

City i officials of Winchester, how- 
ever, answered the brief filed by the 
W aterworks Company with the claim 
Vjnt it had authority under Subsec- 
tion 25 of Section 3490 of the Ken- 
tucky statute. 

In ' its decision, handed down 
the Sup'-erne Court says: . 

"In examining Subsection 25 we 
are unab'le to discover any grant of 
authority to fix the rates for water 
consumption, m. . v '\ 

'/"/his, language is ; certainly f far 
fvx>m that expressing * authority to 
regulate rates which '. is ! essential in 
order to enable municipalities to do 
so. Nor do we find in other subsec- 
tions of this section any provision 
from which the ruling to' fix the rates 



of water companies can be inferen- 
tial^ deduced" 

The decision of the Supreme Court 
is regarded*- as important, affecting 
the situation existing in a number of 
Kentucky cities.
